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GIN AND MILK.

The Latest Clerienl Scandal—Trial of the Rev.
Chnrles B, Smythe, the “Black CUrook”
Pufler.|
The New York Sun of this morning has the

{following: —

The Preshyterian Presbytery of this city and
vicinity convened yesterday in the Eleventh
Street Church, to try the Rev. Charles B.
S8mythe, ita pastor, upon charges offered by
John Rosenborough and Harmon C. Henderson,
The court organized with the Rev, Dr. Findlay
a8 Moderator, and the Rev. Dr. Armstrong as
Secrelary.

After the Moderator had offered up a prayer,
and the court bad been made ready for thetrial,
o petition of the members of the congregation,
praying for the dissolution of the pastorage,
was offered, which, after some discussion, was
laid on the table for future action,

b The Becretary read the charges, as follows:—
The undergigned hereby complain to the First

United Presbyterian Presbytery of New York, and

charge that according to an article published In the

New York Sun of date Monday, April 11, 1870,

Charlea B, Smythe, minister and pastor of Eleventh

Btreet United ’rt-.ﬂ'h}u.-r!an Chuarch, was, on Sabbath

day, April 10, 1870, guilty of the following misde-

meanore, to wit:

First., That after he had finished the sermon he
called together the six reporters who were present,
and axked them to tuke sgome refreshmenta,

Second. That “then he led them to a well-known
]iquur and refreshiment saloon in the avenue near by,”
i 'T'hird. That they passed in by the private door.”
SRFonrth. That beefsteaks and oysters having been
ordered he turned to the reporters, and asked them
what they would drink.

Fifth. That thelr orders having been glven, he
himself requested the barkeeper to bring him “some
of the game,™

*Kixth. That “this turned ont to be gin and mfilk, of
the former of which his revercnce took flve fingers,
swallowing the dose with evident rellsh."

Seventh. That ‘‘the vianas having been disposed
of, all arose to leave, and Mr. Smythe, turning to
tll:e‘bn'keeper. carelessly requested him to hang
tha up.n

ighth. That *‘the barkeeper, who seemed to know
nfin, sald all right, and the party passed out and
geparated.”

Your complainants heraby think that the facts
mentioned In the foregoing allegations involve &
breach of the fourth commandment, as contained
in Exodusg, chapter xx, Tth to 11th verse; and they
respectiully submit that if these facts should prove
to be true, the sald Rev, Charles B, Smythe ought to
be censured.

Mr. SmyLhe in his accustomed ultra theatrical
style then read the following answer, which, as
will be seen, acknowledges the truth of the en-
tire article a8 published in the Sun, with the
three immaterial exceptions that the bar-room
was not on Third avenue, that there were only
two reporters present Instead of six; and that
he did not use the expression ‘“‘hang that up”
when ke told the barkeeper to charge it to his
account, or words to that efleet. As for his
denlal that he took *“five fingers” of gin, we be.
lieve that Is the usual expression for a “‘quarter
of tumbler,” the quantity testified to by the re-
porter of the Herald: —

For answer In this canse to the complaint the
above-named defendant says that the complalnt, (n
the language in which it is ramed |s untrue in
every particular, and respectfully requests the Pres-
bytery to promounce judgment sccordingly upon
them as they appear in the dailly newspaper on
which the compiaint is based, and to acquit him of
all the charges i full,  But the defendant forther
says that after church on Sabbath, the tenth day
of April last, he went to a respectable hotel on
Broadway, ate a beefsteak, sipped some gin and
milk, from the former of which liguids he had
about 8ix teaspoonfuls sccording to the best of his
recollection, anda pot of biack tea for lunch; that
on the same ocoasion there were Lwo gen-
tlemen with him —members of the press—who took
& plate of oysters raw cach, and one of them
A glass of ale, the other some gin and milk, the same
in quantity as the defendant took ; that it being the
Sabbath day defendant did not pay the blll, but re
gquested the cashier to make a note of the amount
and defendant called and pald the bill the next day
Defendant turther says that he resides four miles
from the church; that, forasmuch as he teaches a
Bible cluss there at 2 o'clock, it was not possible for
him to go home to his lunch and come back in time;
and that, being much exhausted after preaching,
and after avery busy week, he felt very much fn
need, physically, of such a lunch as he toek, And
88 to his having company with him on the occasion,
he belleves that when the attendant circamstances
ahall be snown by the evidence, the Presbytery will
conslder them sufficiently extenusting to render
that fact excusable, and hopes and respectfully re-
guests that accordingly no censure shall be passed
upon him therefor, CHARLES B, Suyrus,

The Moderator read from the Book of Disei-
pline that “if any portion of facts are proved In
the charges, he shall be gullty and punished for
that portion."”

The Rev. Mr. Armstrong said that if the facts
were true, the charge of Babbath drinkiog
should be added.

Mr. Jolin Stevens, a Herald reporter, having
been called as o witness, testified substantially —
I was present at the chureh on the 10th of April
to report the sermon of Mr, Smythe on “*Adul-
tery, and ite proper punishment;"” after the ser-
vices 1 agked Mr. Smythe to let me look at his
notes, as [ wished Lo read Blackstone on the law
concerning adultery, which had been alluded to
by Mr. S8mythe; he asked me to go to luneh
with him, and sald that I could have his notes;
1 did not hear Lim call together any number of
reporters; we wont out and proceeded down
Third avenue, where Mr, P, T. Eaton, a Sun r¢-
porter, overtook us and asked Mr, Smythe for

rmiselon to refer to his notes for historical

ata; Mr. Bmylhe eald there would be
some difffculty in taking them in the strest, and
asked bim to go with us to lunch; we then went
on 1o Broadway on or near Eighth street; he did
not inform us where he was golng to take us:
on reaching Eighth street we went into a hotel
on the Elghth strect elde; no sttempt was made
to enter am"’re titiously; we went {otoa private
room, the walter followed us, and Mr. Bmythe
waved his bhand, and eald:—"Order what you
leaze.” Mr. Eaton then ordered a glass of ale,
some oysters, and Mr. Smythe a beefsteak.
Afterwards he ordered some gin and milk, and,
when it came, [ ordered Bome 100, because it
was a new drink to me. We had some conver-
eaticn abont nationalities, ete. There Is truth
underlying the article in the Sun. Mr.
Smythe had a fatigued look; eould not say
whether it was natural to him or not; Mr. Bmythe
ook s!gu-nar of & tumbler of gin.
Mr, P.T. Eaton's testimony was purely corro-
borative of the foregoing; buat Mr, Eaton added:
r. Smythe and I came out together ; he spoke to
l.l:ur r in reference m‘:tfa bill, though 1 did
not hear t he sald; ke did not pay for the re-
reshin

Cross-examined by Mr. Smythe—At the Sun oMmoee
leuuu{ mentioned to the city editor, ln the pre-
sence of Mr, Btevens, who had called to get the ori-

The prosecution here rested their case without
examining the barkeeper, who was in conrt,

Mr. Bmythe had hoped that a medical gentle-
man would be present to prove that gin and
milk was a necessary beverage to his health.

Mr. Rosborough, for the prosecution, made
some comments on the evidence, and thought
that the charges had not been sabstantiated.

Mr. 8mythe gpoke next in his own defense,
and spoke of the laborious nature of his work
during the week previous to the 10th of April.
He spoke of the rebuke which Christ gave his
disciples in the corn-field on the Bubﬁr.h day
after they had plocked the ears of corn, and
considered that he was justified under the cir-
cumstances,

Dr. Harper remarked that the article as it
appeéared in the Sun had been colored to some
extent, but the facts had been substantially
proved. Mr. Bmyth had acled very imprudently,
and his conduct was calculated to do harm to
the canse of Christ and the Church. He thought
iltml a(?me disciplinary censure should be admin-

stered.

The Rev. Mr. Triss highly commended the
witnesses for the stralghtforward statements
they had made In view of no law requiring thelr
attendance, and agreed with Dr. Harper that
the charges were substantially proven. So did
Mr. Robert Harper, the Rev. Mr. Thompson,
and Elder McKay.

A committee of three, con!lsllnﬁ of Dr. Har-
per, Mr. Robert Harper, and Elder lsanc MeKay,
was then appoin to review the evidence
and tlo rfport to the Presbytery this morning at
Y o'clock.

The Grent Htorm nt Buenos Ayres—The Great.
est Huorrleane of Modera Times-Streets Ine
undated—-Plazns Tarned Into Lnkes—Uafes
Under Water—Feeple Drowned In the Nireels

—An Awflul Scene.

The Buenos Ayres Standard of March 11 gives
the following particulars of the great storm,
reports of which have already reached us by
telegraph:—

On Wedneaday, the 9th of March, one of the most
fearful storms ever ex enced in the River Plate
burst over DBuenos es, The alternoon wos
rainy, and weatherwise people saw a regular
‘“temporal” setting In from the sontheast. Mr, Louis
McLean and others refused to allow thelr boats to
cave the mole with passengers ; hevertheless, some
had the temerity to venture, and we learn that a
boat which left about 4 P. M. for the Villa del Saite,
with a lady and two gentlemen, was capsized
and the passengers were drowned. AL the
time Captiin Peel made L efforts to pro-
cure the steam launch aby, to go aboard
the Tycho Brahe, which was to sall the
sumne evening for Liverpool, but the risk of golng out
twelve miles deterred everybody from the attemply
A pmtm-nfer who had left for the Tycho Brahe some
hours before, and was unable to reach her, turned
back, and met the boat, capaized, in which the lady
and gentiemen were lost, Mr., McolLean had des-
patched a bout with some Bheep at 5 A, M., which
reached the Tycho Brahe safely, and then seeing
the storm coming on sailed for the Tigre instend of
trying to return to port. As the evening closed in
the storm Inereased, the rain began to fall in tor-
rentd about b o'clock, and many of the streets were
fooded with two or three feet of water ; this became
a deluge after four hours of

and some pcnpu- jost thelr lives in coarriages, trying
to cross the Tercero, At the corper of Sulpachn
and Cordoba a coach was carried away; the coach-
man escaped, but the Emungeru and horges were
drowned. At Calle Livertad and Cuyo mnother
coach was carried down by the current, and the
driver and his horses drowned. At Calle Defensa
the current washed away & child, and some other
casualties of this kKind are reported in the gouth end,
Some of our friends resident nt Cinco Esquinas had
to make a detour by the Calle Rividavia to get home,
the Recoleta omnibus having broken down at 580,
and the streets become dangerons to cross, Ihe
once Setlembire omnibus comipg into town at 9
o'¢clock found & rapid stream at the coruer of Pledad
and Uruguny; the driver plupged in, the 'bus was
carried down 100 yards and thrown on [t8 side, two
of the horses being drowned, and the passengers
(eight In number) forced to get out through the win-
dows and scramble or swim to the sldewak. Three
corpses were pioked up yesterday in Calle Uraguay,
but they were probably elther horsemen or foot pas-
gengers brought down by the current. The Northern
Tramway had three horses drowned, In Calle Para-

uny & couch upset; the coachman was drowned,

it some ladies Inslde were saved. The ralnfall was

THE MOST DREADFUL EVER KNOWN.

The algibes were soon flled, and the water flooded
all the lower rooms of the houses in some places to
thie height of three feet, We hear of floors having
glven way in many houses, and in one case the ocou-
pants of a room narrowly escaped falling into an
old well or water-closet under the noor, The houses
near the brewery in Calle golivar were under water
to the helght of three feet, and In those streets ad-
Jacent to the Tercero the inhabitants were all but
drowned, The Plaza Parque was a navigahle lake,
and the Cafe del Parque was Inundated, About 10
o'clock the rain subsided, and the wind began to
blow with tremendous force, coming In gasts,
and causing some of the highest houses to
shake. At 11 P. M. it was like a harricane, and
continued with more or less force till 2 in the morn-
ing. The captain of the bark Damon says {t waa the
most fearful gale he ever experienced; it blew 8o
hard that ke could not stand on deck, and the water
washed clean over his ship; hisanchors could not
R‘rewm him from dragg about 120 fathoms. Her

ajesty’s ship Cracker rode it out well, haviog fore-
seen the storm by the fall of the glass from %990 to
2965 when the storm an; four ships drove past
her, but did no harm, The whaleboats were carried
about in every direction; one was seen to go down
with two men aboard, and of the seventy-two loat or
aground it I8 believed many of them had one or two
men aboard,

CORPSES PICKED UP,

The scene which presented Iitself yesterday at
daybreak 18 beyond description ; nine corpses were
ploked up on the beach, three at the fool of Calle
San Martin, and others are reported, but need con-
firmation.

THE SHIFFING,

The shipping disusters reported at Maxwell's Com-
mercial Hooms are as follows:—Itallan gunboat
Princlpessa Margarity, formerly the Osorio, ashore
at the gas-house ; steamer Emilia, with hay for the
ATy, ashore at Pobre Diablo, with stern smashed
in. Steamer CUavour sunk, crew escaped to a
lighter, Two schooners and a polacre, one
of them & German vessel painted green,
ashore near the gas-house. Threa  pllot
boats, the Menry, No. %52, and No, 814,
ashore at same place. Schooner Catalina uninjored,
ditto, A pllot-boat smashed up under the mole;
another sunk. Sixteen whaleboats in front of Lo-
renzo Torres’ quintu, and fifteen between the fool
of Calle Charcas and Tookman. Several whale-
boats sunk. Puatch schooner Maria Haydorn lost
bhowsprit, Portuguese bark ditto, German schooner
ditto, Whaleboat Domingo sunk, Beveral lighters
lost masts and rigging,.

TUE LOBSES,

The =torm Inlled about 2 A. M. yesterday, and at
daylight the river was again calm. ‘The passengers
for the Tycho Brahe and Captain Peel went aboard
about 10 o'clock, but the wind again freshened at
poop, and blew hard & gale. While we write it s
still blowing vary hard, but the sky has cleared up
and the weather seems Lo promise to be fine.

THE EAST RIVER BRIDGE.
The virent Calsson Saccesslally Suni,

New York has got the start of Philadelphia In
bullding its bridge, the initial performance in
which taek is thus narrated by the Evening Post
of yesterday:—

The work of depositing the great East River
Bridge calsson anpt.i:e Brooklyn slde took place
this morning., It was towed by four steamers
from the shipyard of Webb & Bell, near Green-
point, at an early hour, and laid upon its bed,
adjoining the Fulton Ferry slip, at 12 o'clock,
in presence of a Inrge crowd of men and women,

he caisson s a ntic structure of heavy
ine timbers, each thirteen inches in dilameter.

t is fifteen feot in depth, one hundred and sixty-

elght in length, and one hundred and two feet
in width. ¢ bottom timbers are laid solidly
together, but the two upper layers lie three
inches apart. It 18 not a solld mass from top to
bottom. There is a large chamber below, and
an engine on the caisson was perpetually wt
work to force air into the hollow space and
expel the water, in order to keep the mass afloat
until it should reach ils destination.

A dock had been built Into which the calsson
precisely fitted. The structure was covered
with jron cabooses, loose timbers, and human
beings, and was hauled quietly into place by
means of ropes and capstans,

The ground upon which It rests was five feet
below water at low tide in the middle of Feb-
ruary. It i8 now thirteen feet below, and, at
high water, eighteen feet. The bottom, which
was composed of claj'. gravel, and large boul-
dere, has been dredged. To render it loose and
easy for this process, plles were driven, and into
the holes thus made shells were deposited and
exploded. Many of the boulders were over ten
tons in welght, and were destroyed by explo-
sion, through the means of divers. This work
was prosecuted at night. The ecost of thus
clearing the ground has been about 35,000,

It might be thought that a basis of solid rock
would be preferable for the calsson, but rock is
to be found only at a des:th of ninety-seven
fﬂeet. and the present foundation will be equally

rm,

Now that the caisson ig im place, excavations
will be carried on below It, until it Is sunk seven
feel deeper, and, at the same time, eight layers
of transverse timbers will be piled upon it, It
will then be precigely even with the surface of
the water nt high tide, and from that level the
granite masonry work will begin, as a basis for
the great tower of the bridge.

Operations were carried on to-day with great
ense, under the superintendence of Mr, Roeb-
ling, the bridge engineer, and Mr. Bell, the
constructor of the calsson. Another caisson
will be built at the close of the coming sum-
mer, and will be deposited next fall at Pler 29,

The two pages of the
original are numbered 69 and 70, and so far as I
can learn this is all now remaining of anaddress
that was delivered by the first President after
the adoption of the Federal Constilution,
Although Incomplete, the style and sentiment
are eminently characteristic of the author: —

¢ * tpgreal necessaity for the same indulgence
to the unintentional errors that may be discovered
in my adminigtration, which I have experienced on
former oocasions; but if my former condoct would
not indouce my countrymen Lo count npon my fature
attention and fidelity, I could not hope Lthat any ver-
bal assurance of mine would be of more avail, Let
it, however, be remembered by ns all, that we are
not come up hither for our own pleasure or emolu-
ment, but In the aight of God and men, to act
disinterestedly, and to render benefits to
our country, Although we should meet with
an ungrateful return, still let us work cheer-
fully together for the ublle good, Let us
rise early, late take rest, and eat the bread of care-
fulness, untll we shall have wronght out our couun-
try’'s pulitical solution, For the attainment of this
end let us not think any labor too great or any sacri-
fice too dear. You Koow there was a time when
your caplitalists would manfully have seconded the
attempt, although It might have required a poat-
ponement of personal interest and local policy. We
may not fatter ourselves that we are yet beyond the
reach of danger., It I8 to be dreaded that an
ill disposition should produce jealousy—jeal-
ousy, y discord—discord, separation — separation,
ruln, If, after all the hopes and expectations
which we have fondly entertalned the
Unton should be destined to an immatare (i8solu-
tion by some unnatural parricide, let ns at least be
guiltiess of {ts blood. In the name of your suppli-
cating country, I charge you then to beware, lest in
the best of zeal for carrying some favorite polat you
suffer locality and resentment to obtain the ascend-
ancy of patriotiam and reason. You ought to con-
sider those who Iately opposed this constitution as
brethren who only differed from you in sentiment
on a great political gquestion, and who are now
equally entitied with the rest of the citizens”
